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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. Uses per se cannot be claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1, 6 are vague and indefinite because the basis of the percentages are not 
specified. Are the percentages based on weight, volume, etc.? 

Regarding claims 4, 9, the phrase "preferably" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See 
MPEP § 2173.05(d). A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that 
falls within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since the 
resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. 
Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 
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USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by 
"such as" and then narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by 
raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of 
the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. 
App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 
(Bd. App. 1949). 

In claim 10, the phrase "consisting substantially" is vague and indefinite because the use 
of the closed language "consisting" appears to be inconsistent with the open-ended term 
"substantially". If Applicant is using the phrase "consisting substantially" to mean that the layers 
contain mostly (but are not limited to) pure chemical pulp, more conventional language such as 
"comprises mainly" or "consisting essentially of should be used. 

6. The Examiner suggest Applicant make the following changes to clarify the claims: 

(a) delete the reference numbers from the claims; 

(b) use conventional US spellings for "fibre", etc. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-11 and 15-18 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a coated paperboard laminate 

comprising a fibrous substrate directly adjacent to an inner polymer coating comprising the 
specified blend of two polymers having the recited melting points, which is in turn directly 
adjacent to a polymeric outer layer with the recited melting point.
